As you have 
been to Russia you had a sample,—the 
same as serfs, or as our Southern ne- 
groes; but, poor things, they are torn 
from their parents and friends, and sent 
on board of our ship, and many other 
ships of our own country, as well as 
English. They kidnap them and take 
them to the junk, as we call it, and 
stay there one or two weeks, till the 
captain thinks it proper to take them 
on board our ship. They are bought 
for fifteen to twenty dollars per man, 
and when the captain is ready to g 
board the junk, the mate sings ont, 
** Lay aft here,”’ calling the boys by 
name, and th y have to keep the boat 
away from the junk, for fear of some 
of the Coolies’ friends coming and tak- 
ing them away.
